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- Boyne City opts for river outfall location” 


Despite fielding input from a num- 
ber of environmental groups against 
a wastewater discharge outfall in the 
Boyne River, the Boyne City City 
Commission voted last week, 3-2, to 
approve the river outfall location in 
an upcoming major wastewater sys- 
tem improvement project. 

Commissioners Dan Adkison and 
Ron Grunch cast the dissenting votes 
on the motion for approval. 

The Boyne River discharge was the 
alternative recommended by staff and 
city manager Michael Cain, based in 
part on studies conducted on the 
City’s behalf by Capital Consultants. 


The other alternative considered was 
to maintain the current outfall loca- 
tion into Lake Charlevoix near Pen- 
insula Beach, but extending the deep 
water discharge out an additional 200 
feet, 

Area environmental groups, includ- 
ing the Tip of the Mitt Watershed 


Council and a coalition made up of 


representatives of several groups 1n- 
cluding the Friends of the Boyne 
River and the Lake Charlevoix Asso- 
ciation, had attended public hearings 
as well as last week’s regular com- 
mission meeting to urge the City to 
vote against the Boyne River option. 


Earlier this year, at the behest of 
these groups, the City commissioned 
a report by Larry Fox of Capital Con- 
sultants on the possibility of a land 
application method of wastewater dis- 
posal. The report indicated that the 
geological] makeup of the area in 
question, approximately |1 acres situ- 
ated adjacent to the existing lagoons 
near the city airport, was not suitable 
for that particular method of waste- 
water disposal. 

Rather than the necessary sandy 
soil, which would allow drainage 
down to an-aquifer, the property had

Former ‘Bellamy Opera 
House’ is 100 years old | 


Editor’s Note: the following story was written by 
local historian Bob Morgridge in honor of the 100th 

anniversary, on March 19, of the Bellamy Opera 
House, known most recently as the Boyne Cinema.

The Bellamy Opera House grand opening occurred 


on Saturday evening, March 19, 1904. C.I. Bellamy 
“came to Boyne from Luther, Mich., having been in the 


opera busiriess for 29 years. 


On Jan. 15, 1904, the Boyne Citizen. said that

With that option ruled out, the City 
had resigned itself to choosing be- 
tween two surface water disposal 
methods, locating the outfall either in 
the Boyne River or in a deep water 
discharge in Lake Charlevoix, as the 
system is currently set up. 
According to city manager Cain, 
the recommendation of the Boyne 
River location was based on a num- 
ber of factors, including a commu- 
nity-wide desire to move city facili- 
ties off of the lake waterfront, envi- 
rgnmental viability, and economics. 
Both options, he notes, “are regu-

lated to protect both the environment 
and the designated uses of the water 
resource.” The City, he adds, was en- 
couraged by the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality to 
select the river discharge option. Ina 
written recommendation from David 
R. Porter, PE., an environmenta! en- 
gineer for the DEQ’s Surface Water 
Quality Division, it is stated that ‘‘it 
makes sense to move the outfall from 
near a swimming area and marina, 
Also, lakes are more susceptible to 
pollution impacts than rivers. For

August ballot is 
target for township 
ambulance millage 


Though only a handful of residents 
showed for last week’s meeting re- 
garding a possible millage to support 
an ambulance service in Boyne Val- 
ley Township, township emergency 
personnel feel strongly about assur- 
ing that residents have their say in the 
issue, 

“We're nol going forward until the 
people of the township [have a chance 
to] ask questions,” said township 
emergency medical services head 
Bruce Giem. 

The meeting was the service’s fjrst 
attempt to solicit public input on po- 
tential support for | mil towards up- 
grading the township’s emergency 
medical service. The proposed service 
would include the purchase of one 
transport vehicle as well as school- 
ing and certification for volunteer 
emergency medical services person- 
nel to fulfill qualifications for a Ba- 
sic Life Support Service. The town- 


ship currently has a First Responders 
emergency medical service, which 
does not include patient transporta- 
tion. At present, the township con- 
tracts with the Boyne City Ambulance 
Service for patient transportation 
needs. Currently, the township pays 
$600 per year to Boyne City for ac- 
cess to the service, and an additional 
$75 per run. 

Even if a township ambulance ser- 
vice is established, Giem notes, that 
relationship would be crucial to main- 


tain. “We'll still need full support 


from Boyne City, we’ll still need sup- 
port from Allied [a private service 
based in Gaylord],” Giem said, “We 
are not trying to burn bridges here.” 

With Boyne City working on an 
upgrade to Advanced Life Support 
status, Giem said that a move for the 
township to Basic Life Support

Honoring ‘The Last Supper’ 


m Re-creation of ‘The Last 
Supper’ is a local church's 
28-year-long tradition 


For the 28th year, the 
First Presbyterian Church 
of Boyne City will under- 
take its unique “Celebra- 
tion of the Last Supper.” 
The performance, in which 
church members portray 
Christ and his disciples, as 
they are depicted in 
DaVinci's famous painting 
“The Last Supper,” will 
take place on Maundy 
Thursday, April 8, at 8:45 
p.m. The public is invited 
to attend. 

According to church 
member Richard Chappell, 


who has been with the ef-. 


fort in one capacity or an- 
other for the full 28 years, 
the tradition was begun by 
the late Pastor Buzz Walls 
who brought the unique 
celebration from a church 
in Kansas. 

Following a script devel- 
oped by another pastor, the 
performance features each 
disciple delivering a 
speech, or soliloquy, on the 
history of his own journey 
with Christ, and what hap- 
pened to him after Christ 
was crucified. “The whole 
thing was developed with 


the purpose of bringing 
people closer to Christ,” 
Chappell said. Which is ex- 
actly why the church con- 
tinues with the event, year 
after year, 

“Basically, it’s a form of 
worship,” Chappell said. 
“When you do something 
for the church, for God, 
whether it’s washing dishes 
or [performing in “The Last 
Supper”, it’s an act of ap- 
preciation for ‘what the 
Lord gives us.” 

Little has changed in the 
performance over the years, 
save for the tweaking of 
speeches or minor changes 
in format, and the produc- 
tion is always the work of 
many, many hands. 

‘It’s just like a team, a 
ball team,” said longtime 
participant Bill Dunlop. It 
begins, typically, in January 
when someone, Chappel 
said, “kicks the director and 
says ‘hey, it’s time.’” 

By now, the procedure is 
pretty well mapped out, but 


there’s always the detail 


work to attend to, such as 
sending out letters seeking 


participants, and organizing

folks to do make-up, light- 
ing, table decoration, ad- 
vertising, etc. “We have a 
cast supper early that 
Thursday,” Chappell said, 
“so there’s all these little 


details, there are lots of 


people behind the scenes, 
beyond the cast.” 

By mid-February, cast 
and crew are typically lined 
up. Rehearsals take place 
on the two Sundays prior to 
the event, including a full- 
scale dress rehearsal. 

Cast members must each 


memorize a minutes-long 
speech, and must master 
the task of sitting immobile 
during the speeches made 
by the other disciples. 
“You're barely allowed to 
breath during that pose,” 
Chappell said 

Certainly, there have 
been moments of levity. 
There was the time, for in- 
stance, when someone in 
the front row of the audi- 
ence let a hymnal slip to the 
floor with a loud bang, 
causing cast member 


Dunlop to lose his place 
and left the program with 
“17 seconds of absolute si- 
lence.” 

Another year, a frozen 
fish set on a pewter plate in 
the interest of authenticity 
had the bad taste to begin 
to thaw, sliding, as it did, 
down the platter, as the 
table was set at an angle to 
afford the audience a bet- 
ter view. “Another quarter 
of an inch and that fish 
would have been on the 
floor,” Chappel said. “We

Opposition to 
river discharge 
ignored in BC 


TO THE EDITOR: 


The Boyne City Commission voted on March 9, 2004 
to put the new wastewater treatment effluent into the 
Boyne River. They say it will result in lower water/sewer 
bills and reduce the coliform bacteria beach closures at 
our city beach by the present effluent pipe. You might 
expect this decision 50 years ago, but I can’t even imag- 
ine it now. 

Boyne City hired a consulting firm to determine what 
the city could do to best realize its business potential. They 
said we should better utilize our two great natural re- 
sources, Lake Charlevoix and the Boyne River. With that 
advice, can you imagine they meant putting the new waste- 
water treatment plan effluent into the Boyne River? 

The following, with additional comments, was pre- 
sented at the March 9 Boyne City Commission meeting. 

Reasons for not putting the new wastewater treatment 
plant’s effluent into the Boyne river that are approved by 
Sale the Boyne River Coalition of environmental groups: 

Friends of the Boyne River; Friends of the Jordan; Lake 
Charlevoix Association; Conservation Resource Alliance; 
Tip of the Mitt Watershed Council; and Charlevoix County 
Land Conservancy. 

1. During summer, wastewater effluents are highest 
when river water flows are lowest. 

2. High river water temperatures of 70-80 degrees Fahr- 
enheit would further exacerbate potential for elevated 
microbe development, deplete oxygen and kill trout. 

3, Marina expansion in Boyne City will cause increased 
impoundment of river water and effluent at the river 
mouth, 

4. The lower Boyne Rivers is used for kayaking, swim- 
ming, fishing and children playing. , 

5. The lower Boyne River is an important salmon and 
trout fishery. 

6. The chance for aquatic degradation is increased. 

7. The possibility for litigation is increased due to po- 
tential health and safety issues with swimmers, anglers, 
boaters, and wildlife. 

8. Public hearings have conclusively mandated not put- 

ting wastewater effluent into the Boyne River. Why have 
public hearings if the results are not considered? 
' 9, The wastewater treatment process does not remove 
many chemicals including pharmaceuticals, which the full 
extent of damage to the environment and humans is not 
known. The Boyne River has not had this form of pollu- 
tion. 

10. The economics of putting the effluent into the river 
only works out for the short sighted and short term. It’s 
the old “buy now pay later” thinking. 

11. Putting the wastewater into the river would send it 
right into the heart of Boyne City, where it hasn’t been, 
causing a new very negative environmental impact. 

12. Boyne USA has offered to help be a part of the 
solution of not putting the effluent into the river or the 
lake. Let’s pursue the possibility with “Rally Cry” for 
funds to make it happen. 

13. Spills happen! They would have a devastating ef- 
fect on the Boyne River and Boyne City mill pond. 

The City Commission vote ignored all of the reasons 
given by Coalition members and public hearings to not 
put the new wastewater treatment plant’s effluent into the 
Boyne River. We prefer keeping the effluent discharge 
site in the Lake Charlevoix where it is now, while we 
work toward a land-based system where soil acts as a fi- 
nal filter. 

This is not a done deal! I tatk with environmental attor- 
ney Jim Olson on Friday.

According to the Boyne 
Citizen on March 18, 1904, 
“Mr. Bellamy has secured 
the famous Gorton Min- 
strels as an opening attrac- 
tion, Saturday evening, 


March 19, and to the sale of 


seats all are bidden. The 
plan to be followed is the 
same as is practiced in ev- 


ery place where a theatre of 


like splendor is opened. The 
majority of the best seats 
will be auctioned off to the 
highest bidders . 

Mr. Bellamy held an auc- 
tion on Friday night at 8 
o’clock on March 17. The 
theatre was brightly lighted 
and warmed so all would be 
comfortable in either view- 
ing the theatre or “‘partici- 
pating in the auction.” Judge 
J.M. Harris was to act as the 
auctioneer. For some reason 
Harris couldn’t participate 
and J.B. Watson, who 
owned the Watson Drug 
Store on the comer of Wa- 
ter and Lake Street, con- 
sented to act as the auction- 


eer, It was decided that no 
children would attend at the 
auction, 

The Boyne Citizen on 
March 25, 1904, reported 


that “the auction sale of 


seats at the new theatre was 
not very well attended.” The 
tickets were considered 
high priced and few were 
sold, “The bidding for first 
choice was rather spirited 
for a time.” 

W.S. Shaw, probably one 
of the most wealthy and best 
educated men in Boyne, and 
Frank Anderson were the 
highest bidders with the 
“Yatter securing the coveted 
honor at the price of 
$25.50.” The following 20 
or more were purchased for 
$1.50 to $5. For two hours 
J.B. Watson “labored enthu- 
siastically in behalf of Mr. 
Bellamy in trying to auction 
off more tickets.” 

During this time a ‘‘ma- 
jor portion of our population 
viewed the theatre, but de- 
parted after their curiosity 
had been satisfied” and 
didn’t bid on a ticket. 
Maybe it was that the tick- 
ets were too high, but the 
cost of the ticket was a lot 
lower than in most places on 
opening night. 

It was a miserable night 
on Saturday, March 19, 
1904, The weather was in- 
clement and folks stayed 
home. Not even 300 at- 
tended the opening perfor- 
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mance of the Guients min- 
strels, 

“The boxes were occu- 
pied by the families” of Mr. 
A.J, Heron, the owner of 
Heron’s Hardware on the 
comer of Water and Park, 
and W.S. Shaw, the owner 
of the tannery. 

Over the years the 
Bellamy Opera House was 
used for school and profes- 
sional plays, lectures, musi- 
cals, high school gradua- 
tions and church services. 
The Boyne Citizen reported 
on Nov. 15,1912, that C.F. 
Hoffman came to Boyne in 
1907 and on May 6 “opened 
the moving picture show in 
the opera house . . . this be- 
ing the first city of its size 
in the state to have this fea- 
ture of entertainment for its 
citizens...’ 

Mr. Bellamy probably 
died sometime in 1925. In 
an interview with Mrs. 
Hannah Mitchell on March 
29, 1973, Mrs. Mitchell 
stated that Bellamy’s sister 
had taken over the theater 
after he died. Mrs. Mitchell 
said that “Miss Bellamy” 
had a stroke and that she 
took care of her. Miss 
Bellamy was in critical con- 
dition and returned to her 
home town, Ionia, Mich. 
The theater was sold. Judge 
J.M. Harris administered 
the estate. 

On Friday, Sept. 9,1927, 
the Boyne Citizen an-

nounced “New Theatre for 
Boyne City.” The article 
said that the Bellamy Opera 
House has been thoroughly 
cleaned, repaired and re- 
decorated by Heaton and 
Worthing. “The interior has 
been redecorated in soft har- 
monizing colors, The audi- 
torium was a cream color 
while the lobby is done in 
deeper shades. The room 
across from the ticket office 
had been furnished as a la- 
dies rest room. 

“The stage has been en- 
closed in beaver board and 
anew gold fiber screen cur- 
tain set up. The stairs which 
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lead to the balcony have 
been changed and are now 
more convenient. The pro- 
jection room which has two 
machines, has been re- 
moved from the balcony, 
while an entire new floor 
replaces the old one. The 
balcony also has been re- 
enforced. The seats have 
been washed and all is ‘spic 
and span.” The projection 
room, which is now behind 
the balcony, is about [1 x 13 


feet and is fireproof with — 


sheet rock walls, door, and 
window drops and a con- 
crete floor. The building 
will be adequately heated 


with anew Holland furnace, 
The ventilators in the roof 
are so placed that there will 
be no lack of fresh air...” 

“The place will open on 
Tuesday night under the 
name of ‘The Boyne The- 
atre.’ ‘The Country Beyond’ 
by James Oliver Curwood 
and the Dempsey - Sharkey 
fight are on for the opening. 
A five-piece orchestra will 
furnish the music for the 
opening nights. This is a 
fine up-to-date theatre of 
which our City may be 
justly proud. 

“Also, we might add that 
we like the new name,”

these reasons we have 
strongly urged you fo relo- 
cate your outfall.” 

A report from Capital 
Consultants to the City 
notes that, from a strictly 
economic evaluation of 
capital costs and opera- 
(ional costs, the river dis- 
charge point is “the most 
cost effective option.” 

The cost to establish a 
soyne River discharge 
point is estimated at 
$182,600. To extend the 
current Lake Charlevoix 
discharge point 200 feet 
into the lake, the estimated 
cost was $198,000; to ex- 
tend the recommended 400 
feet into the lake, the cost 
jumped to $308,000. 

“We've taken into ac- 
count the needs of the com- 
munity over the next 20 
years to create a project 
plan everyone could live 
with,” said Boyne City wa- 
ter/wastewater superinten- 
dent Dan Meads. 

Not all at the meeting, 
however, indicated that a 


Boyne River outfall was 
something they wanted to 
live with. Coalition repre- 
sentative Tom Sheets enu- 
merated a number of con- 
cerns regarding the Boyne 
River location, including 
concerns over microbe de- 
velopment in warmer tem- 
peratures, the status of the 
river as an “important trout 
and salmon fishery,” and 
his contention that the re- 
sults of previous public 
hearings have “mandated 
not putting wastewater into 
the Boyne River.” 

Friends of the Boyne 
River member Larry 
Maltby voiced concerns 
over the unknown potential 
risks of trace pharmaceuti- 
cals that are not removed by 
wastewater treatment 
methods. Because research 
on the issue is scant at this 
point, the State of Michigan 
does not maintain any stan- 
dards regarding these 
chemicals at the present 
time, 

Jacqueline Stubner, a 
policy specialist for Tip of 
the Mitt Watershed Coun- 
cil, echoed the concerns,

stating that there are “too 
many unacceptable and un- 
known environmental and 
health risks” with the river 
discharge option. Stubner 
had previously submitted a 
formal letter to the city, on 
behalf of the Watershed 
Council, urging further in- 
vestigation into other alter- 
native discharge options, 
such as a wetlands disposal 
or wastewater reclamation, 
perhaps in partnership with 
the system’s biggest cus- 
tomer, Boyne Mountain 
Resort. 

“We urge you to weigh 
all the options, conduct the 
necessary studies, and 
make an informed decision. 
Protecting water resources 
will ensure the economic 
vitality of the area.” 

The City’s contention, 
however, is that all the nec- 
essary studies have been 
conducted. “For four years 
we've been talking about 
this treatment plant [up- 
grade project],” said mayor 
Eleanor Stackus.
